It is highly important for every person to 
imdtirttaiid the necessity of supplying the Issly 
with a proper proportion of oxygen and carbon 
lor the preset vation of health and animal heat. 
— Oxygen i« inilis|rentioblo in every breolh we 
draw. An adult man take* into his sytrm, 
says Lnvoizier, 7flfi pound* of oxygen annually. 

All animals, whose ex stence depend on the 
nb-sirption of oxygen, have a source of krnt 
within them, independent of external objects. 
That heat is the result of combination of oxy- 
gen and carlsm, whii.h pn»!nco combustion, and 
give* just as much beat in the body, is il would 
if liurut in the air or in oxygen ga». 

The temperature of the human body is the 
same in all climates and depend on the i|iianli- 
ly of nxytren taken into the sy-tein. Animal* 
w huh breath frequently, as inliints, eiMHHintH 
more oxygen, and have therefore ■ |rtglief tem- 
perature of heat than those which respite less 
I'rcipiontly. In'ant* are therefore wuruier than 
adults, and birds warmer than quadruped*. 

Man rrquires more oxygen in cold than 
warm weother, *o supply the diminution of 
heat caused by cold. — As food furnishes carbon 
or fuel in the body, and oxygen is the lire, 
when the amount i.t'oxyoen is increased in win- 
ter, the amount ol foot) containing carbon and 

hydrogen, must also be bereeaed fn pttinortiDn. 

A starving man w ill soon Ireeze lo death in 
w inter. Hence we know that animals of prey 
are much more varocioua in cold climate* than 
warm. 

Our clothing is an equivalent for a certain 
quantity of fetid. The savage* m northern lat- 
in;. I. s. who go naked, ran consume w ithout dif- 
ficulty, ten or twelve pounds of ll-sh, and per. 
h>pt a dozen of tallow candles, or a gallon of 
lish oil into the bargain, because the quantity of 
carbon and hydrogen contained in them would 
be required by the quantity of oxy-jen i-niimi 
medio keep up the equilibrium between the 
temperature of their bodice and the external at- 
mosphere. 

Tho northern man who goes int.. southern 
climates, from the men an d licit, doe* not in- 
hale a* much oxygen as the colder climate 
required, and therefore decs net need as ntUOh 
food or car'ion ; ami finding h.s appetite tail, re- 
tort* to stimulants to increase It, and 'lum m- 
troducea more certain into his system Iban 
there is oxygen to consume, disease therefore 
follow*.— i.i rl.iff't ( hrmitlry.
